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Wildflowers occupy the center of 
the stage at this time. All of which 
brings up some curious types of 
thinking. On the one hand are men 
who would not be caught dead with 
a 
wildflower clutched in their 
hands; on the other hand, these same 
men are asking about the chances 
of a bountiful supply of wildflow­ 
ers on the desert this season. 
A few days ago I happened to sit 
in on a school youngster's discus­ 
sion of desert flowers. The discus­ 
sion wandered on and without real­ 
izing the trend of the subject I was 
amazed by the following bit of wis­ 
dom. ’Don’t be like the grown-ups. 
When you take pictures of flowers 
and show them to your friends be 
able to, at least, tell them the names 
of the flowers." 
There is an ever-growing army of 
am ateur photograpers using natural- 
color film. The showing of their 
films has brought the realization 
that there is ever so much more to 
a film story, that can hold the in­ 
terest of an audience, than just a 
continuous stream of color. Botany 
has acquired an ally in natural-color 
photography. Enthusiasts are look­ 
ing about for names and little stor­ 
ies to give that additional punch 
needed to emphasize their pictures. 
Composition, continuity and the ar­ 
rangement of sequences are coming 
in for more attention. 
In the canyons on the desert side 
of the San Jacinto mountains is a 
small tree bearing a heavy crop of 
fruit. It is interesting to note the 
reaction of a person the first time 
he sees the heavily-laden trees.

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M. Hall McAllister 
Writes About 
Desert Plants 
M. Hall McAllister, retired m er­ 
chant and chairman of the com m it­ 
tee for Conservation of Wild Animal 
Life of the California Academy of 
Sciences of San Francisco, has made 
som e very interesting studies of des­ 
ert plants, especially of the Palm 
Springs area as he is spending his 
winters here. 
Following is an article Mr. M cAl­ 
lister has written on desert plants; 
“After residing at Palm Springs for 
two winters I have noted several 
m ost interesting facts. One fact is, 
that the desert can never have a 
prairie fire as the grass is too scarce 
and the bushes will not burn. 
This I did not believe, as the burro 
bush, the creosote, the tumble weed 
and all the others seem ed just like 
any other brush; so with large 
crumpled newspapers I tried to burn 
them. The paper w as quickly con­ 
sum ed but the plant was unharmed. 
To destroy these when clearing 
lots of land they are dug up and 
piled and after a w eek or ten days 
of hot sun they w ill then dry up 
and are quickly consumed by fire 
w hen w ell started w ith paper. 
“The other fact relates to the ‘dev­ 
ils bouquet,’ the choya or jumping 
cactus. 
There are tw o kinds; the 
spreading and the upright. There 
are several areas of upright choyas 
near Palm Springs several hundred 
acres in each. With these standing 
so close that walking among them 
is difficult and the fact is that a 
man m ust never be caught after 
dark in one of these choya areas 
as he would be dem ented by morn­ 
ing. 
Just brushing against them 
would soon fill him with cactus 
thorns each with a barbed end and 
he would soon be unable to progress 
in the dark. 
“There are really three kinds of 
desert terrain; the open sand dune 
either in the rolling hill or perfect­ 
ly level: the second is that taken by 
the great areas of cactus and the 
third w ith good sandy soil covered 
with bushes.”

There is a slow realization that he 
is looking at a fruit tree, a real fruit 
tree growing in the 
wilds. The 
whole picture seems to be reversed, 
for fruit trees should grow in or­ 
chards, not in a mountain canyon. 
But there is the tree and under such 
circumstances, "Seeing is believing." 
It is the desert apricot. 
"The cart is not before the horse." 
Bontanists have searched the world 
over for new fruits, and, having 
found them, the horticulturists have 
selected and selected from the suc­ 
ceeding generations until our do­ 
mestic fruit trees have become high­ 
ly specialized in producing a fruit 
with large edible portions. 
This week's survey of the flower 
situation reveals that there are ex­ 
cellent displays of desert lilies along 
the aqueduct road toward Parker 
Dam. Desert lilies are reported 
from the vicinity of Yuma. 
The ocotillo forest near Borego 
Valley is now resplendeiW with the 
scarlet plumes of this very remark­ 
able desert dweller. If you have 
not seen the ocotillo forest in blos­ 
som try to see it this season. The 
round trip is about two 
hundred 
miles, over paved roads the entire 
distance. There is a smaller oco­ 
tillo forest on the Indio-Desert Cen­ 
ter road and a scattering of individ­ 
ual plants along the zig-zags of the 
Palms-lo-Pines highway. 
Mass displays of verbena may be 
found on the sand dunes just north 
of Indio.
